While Affairs were thus ſettling in Spain, the Scotchmen 
under the Government 'of Himecus in Ireland were much 
troubled by the former Inbabitants z whereupon they ſent an 
Embaſſage to Metellus, — Fn reigned Fe ny fea 
men in , requeſting his Aſſiſtance againſt their Enemies, 
that 0 * expel the Scotch of Ireland. 
Metellus hearing this News was moved with a natural Zeal. 
towards the Scots, and immediately ſent his three Sons, Her- 
moneus, Ptolemeus, and Hibertus, with an Army into Ire- 
land; where vanquiſhing the Enemy in Battle, they ſet the 
Scotchmen in quiet Poſſeſſion of all their Lands. - 
After this the Scottiſh Eſtate continued many Years quietly 
in Ireland, and was governed by Simon Brechus, a King of 
their own, 'whom ſent for from Spain; which Simon 
brought with him the Marble Stone whereon Gathelus uſed 
to fit, and thereon cauſed himſelf to be crowned ; it hav- 
ing, as they believed, fuch a Deſtiny attending it, that where. 
ſoever it Could be found, there ſhould the Scotchmen have 
the ſupreme Power, And hence it came to paſe, that firſt in 
Spain, after in Ireland, and then in Scotland, the Kings who 
ruled over the Scotſmen, received the Crown fitting upon that 
Stone, until the Reign of Robert I. of which more hereafter, 
Brechus being thus crowned, was the firſt King who reigned. 
over the Scots in Ireland, and began his Reign there in the 
Year from the World's Creation 3307, which was about 
1300 Years after the Flood, and before the Incarnation of 
Jeſus Chrift 697. : 
He ruled his SubjeAs with great Juſtice Years, and 
was ſucceeded by Pondufus, who had Iſſue Ethion, and he 
Glaucas, who begat Noitaſilas, the Father of Rothſay ; all 
which reigned ſucceffively over the Scotchmen in Ireland 3 
dut Rothſay perceiving the Scottiſh Nation increaſe more than 
the Country was well able to ſuſtain, tranſplanted Numbers.

At their firſt coming they divided themſelves ioto Tribes, 
every one of which had a ernor, or Chief, under whom 
they continued many Years, without Trouble of Wars, or 
Iavaſions; and in that Time, a. People of Germany, (who 
were called Picts from the painting and colouring their Faces) 
came and ſettled in another Part of Albion, which is now 
called the Orkney Iſlands ; from whence, after ſome Time, 
they ferryed over into Caithneſs ; where, afterwards increa- 
fing, they poſſeſſed themſelves of Roſs, Murray, Mernis, Au- 
zus, Fife, and Lothian, and drove from thence the Britons. 
Theſe Picts entered Scotland about the Year of the World's 
Creation 3633, and. afterwards wanting Wives to maintain 
their Stock and Progeny, they required of the Scotchmen 2 
Number of Women te marry, that thereby an Alliance might 
be had between both Nations ; and that, if Need required, 
they might the better defend each other from their Enemies, 
the Britons and Romans. n | 
This being granted, the Affinity between the Scots and 
Picts increaſed, to the common Benefit of both Nations, and 
great Love and Friendſhip was maintained among them ; but 
at length, the Britons perceiving ſome Grudge, or Envy ariſen 
between them, ſent Embaſſadors to the Picts, declaring, that 
it were more honourable for them to join in League with the 
Britons, than with the Scots; which the Picts at laſt agreed 
to, and ever after fought how to quarrel with the Scots, mak- 
ing Proclamation, that no Scotchman ſhould enter their Bor- 
ders upon Pain of Death.

The Origin of this noble Family is Hungarian, taking their 
Name from the Caſtle of Leſley in that Country; but are 
fince diſperſed into many other Nations, ſo that there are few 
Countries in Europe, wherein ſome of them have not raiſed. 
their Characters, and borne conſiderable Offices and Honours ; 

and the Family is now ſo increaſed in Number and Hpnour, 
that beſides the Earl of whom we are ſpeaking, there are the 
Earl of LEVEN, the Lord LINDORES, and the Lord 
NEWARK ; though it muſt be obſerved, that this Family 
of Rothes is now paternally of the Name of Hamilton, as 
hereafter will appear, 

There were alſo at one Time three Genera! Officers of 
this Name, to three ſeveral crowned Heads; Count Walter 
Leſley to the Emperor; Alexander Earl of Leven to Kin 
Charles JI. of England; and David Leſley, afterwards Lor. 
Newark; to:Guſtavus Adolphus King of Sweden. 

In the Reign of King Char les I. there were likewiſe three 
Biſhops of the Name of Lelley in elend; Whereef Jon

who was firſt Biſhop of the Iſles in Scotland, was Biſhop of 
Raphoe, and lived above 100 Years, 40 of which he was 
Biſkop, and died in 1641, having been-remarkably zealous in 
the Royal Cauſe; and he leaving two Sons, John and Charles, 
the eldeſt was Dean of Dromore; and the youngeſt, who was 
Chancellor of the Cathedral of Conner, was Author of the 
Snake in the Graſs. | 
There are at preſent ſeveral Counts of the Name in Ger- 
many, beſide many Families in Scotland, France, Moſcovy, 
and Poland; and one of this Name governed the Kingdom 
of Hungary, as the Emperor's Viceroy, he having ſome Time 
before married that Emperor's Daughter, 

The firſt of this Name in Britain was Baz THOLDUS 
Leſley, one of the firſt Rank of Nobility in Hungary, who 
in the Year 1068, attended Margaret Atheling, the Wife 
of King Malcolm Canmore into Scotland; where his Ser- 
vices to that Princeſs were thought ſo conſiderable, that King 
Malcolm gave him his Siſter co Wife; and beſides many 
large Poſſeſſions which are fill in the Family, made him Go- 
vernor of Edinburgh Caſtle, as a peculiar Reward of Honour, 
for having firſt fortified it, and then "bravely defended it 
againſt the King's Enemies; and ſoon after he was made 
Lord Leſley and Earl of Roſs. a 

In the Reign of King Robert I. Sir AvD. Leſley, the

HE Right Honourable George Fraſer, Lord Salton 

Created Baron Salton in Eaſt Lothian by King James II. 
and ſo granted and confirmed by King Charles I. 

About the Year of our Lord $07, in the Reign of Acha- 
ius King of Scotland, P1zzn = Fraſer, Seigneur de Troile, 
was ſent Ambaſſador to Scotland from Charlemain King of 
France, and married Euphemia, only Daughter of Raham, 
King Acbaius's great Favourite; and their Children the Fra- 
ſers were ſettled in Tweeddale or County of Peebles. 

In the Reign of Malcolm III. called Canmore, AL Ex- 


ANDER. Fraſer was Donator to the Abbey of Kelſo, _ 
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alſo St ox in the Reign of Malcolm IV. called the Maiden, 
about the Year 1157: 3: | ;

_ General Leſley perceiving this Motion left his Camp and 
followed the Enemy cloſe, not doubting of a ſure and eaſy 
Victory: But Cromwell making a Stand, took s bold Re- 
folution to attack the Scots an Hour before Day, on the 3d 
of September, when after a vigorous Diſpute Leſley was ut» 
terly defeated, loſing all his Cannon, and more than Half his 
Army were killed, wounded, or taken; but the Fate of the 
Times was ſuch, that no good General, even with an Exceſs 
of Numbers, could withſtand the mighty Cromwell. 

The next Year being 1651, after King Charles II. was 
crowned at Scoon, a new Army was formed of about 20,000 
Men, to try the King's Fortune in England. The 4d of 
September was again favourable to Oliver, for the Royal 
Army was intirely vanquiſhed at Worceſter, three thouſand 
were (lain, and ten thouſand made Priſoners. The King fled, 
Lientenant-General Duke Hamilton died of his Wounds, 
General Lefley was taken Priſoner with Major- General Maf- 
fey, as were ſeven Scots Peers, three Engliſh Peers, and 640 
Officers, befides loſing the Royal Standard and 158 Colours, 

This worthy Gentleman being committed to the Tower of 
London was there confined till the Reſtoration ; when as a 
Return ſor his Fidelity and Service, the King was pleaſed to 
create him a Peer, and ſent him alſo a Letter in theſe Words:

"This is the Form of the Crown ſince the lader madd be- 
tween Achaius of Scotland, and Charles the Great of France: 
It differs from other Imperial Crowns, for this is raiſed with 
Croſſes Flory alternately with Fleurs de Lis, whereas the 
Crown of France is raiſed only with Fleurs de Lis, and that 
of England with Croſſes Patee, alternately with Fleurs de Lis. 

The Crown of Scotland, ſince King James the Firſt of 
England, hath been wrong repreſented by Herald Painters, 
Ingravers, and others, after the Form of the Crown of Eng- 

land with Croſſes Pattee, whereas there is Te Croſs 
Patee, but that on the Mund or Globe, all the reſt being Floree. 

Fourthly, The Crown of Scotland is thus &loſed : From 
the upper Circle proceed four Arches, adorned with inamelled 
Figures, which meet and cloſe at the Top; ſurmounted | 
a celeſtial Globe of Gold, inamelled with Blue »nd ſeminated 

with Stars, croft and inamelled with a large Croſs Patee on 
the Top, dn in the Extremities with a great Pearl, and 
cantoned with other four in the Angles. In the Centre of 
the Croſs Patee, in the fore Part of the Crown is a ſquare 
Amethiſt; on the other Side of the Croſs is a great Pearl, and 
below it on the Foot of the polar Part of the Crofs, are theſe 
Letters, fog V. by which it appears that King James V. 
was the firſt who oled the Crown with Arches, and topt it 
with a Globe and Croſs Patee. 

Fifthly, The Tiara or Bonnet of the Crown was of Purple

The Election for Burgeſſes is thus: Each vf the Bu 


 Ehuſes a Commiſſioner in the ſame Manner as formerly, ex- 


cept Edinburgh, which is allowed one Member for itſel } and 
the Commiſſioners ſo elected are to meet at the prefiding 


Burgh, and elect one Member for each of the ſaid fourteen 


Diſtricts: If the Commiſſioners Votes are equal, the Preſi- 
dent is to have a caſting Vote, beſide his Vote for the Burgh 
from which he is ſent. The Commiſſioner! from the eldeſt 
Burgh is to preſide in the firſt Meeting, and the Commiſſioners 
from the other Burghs in their reſpective Diſtricts to preſide 
afterwards by Turn, in the ſame Order as the Burghs are 
called over in the Parliament Rolls of Scotland.
